BOMBARDED WITH STONK8.

Colored Men Lay Siege to m Wood Shed i
Where Mutt Tnomcjr was Conrealcd.

There was a stormy time in "Bloodfield" last
night, and had it not boon for the timely ap¬
pearance of Policeman Eugine Smith Matthew
Tworoey would probably be confined in a hos¬
pital ward instead of in a police cell
The Twomey family lives on G street south-

west between 3d and streets. There was

trouble of some sort at the Twomey residence
last evening, and some colored citizens of that
locality, it is stated, interfered in behalf of the
member of the household who was getting the
worst of tho trouble.
The two brothers. Matthew and John Two-

niey, it in alleged, turned their attention to tho
negroes and a stone, s.-.id to have been thrown
by cno of them, struck Joliu lSutler on the
head. That was about 7 o'clock in the evoning,
and a crowd of colored people soon assembled
and made it so warm tor Matt that he sought
shelter in a back wood shed from a volley of
stones. Tho slicd, however, did not prove a
good hiding place, nnd when Oflicer Smith ar¬
rived the stones were still dropping thick and
fast upon the young man.
"For God's sake, don t let them kill me," he

cricd, and the officer rescued him. The in¬
jured man. Butler, was conveyed to Freed-
inan's Hospital, and the Twomey brothers
were taken to the fourth police station. Owing
to the inability of Butler to appear in court to¬
day the case could not be tried.

Boston House Relief Association.
The regular monthly meeting of the Boston

House Kmplo) cs Relief Association was held last
evening in the store immediately after the clos¬
ing hour,Mr. Fred E. Woodward, president,in the
chnr. The association was organized May 15,
1SU0. and its object is to afford relief to mem¬
bers in time of sickness. The report for the
first four months showed a membership of
about !Q0, equally divided between tho two*
sei< *. receipts of t40U in the benefit fund. Ben¬
efits have been paid to thirty-two members for
.icKncsa varying from three days to six weeks
each, a total payment of $421. Severel amend¬
ment* to the constitution wore adopted, among
them being the creation of four new classes.
The entire list of classes is as follows: Class A,
dues 15 cents per month, benefit $3 per week;
class 15, dues yo cents p-r month, benefit iti per
week; class C, dues 45 cents per mouth, benefit
*'J per week; class D, dues 6o cents per month,
benefit *12 per week; class E, dues 75 cents
per month, benefit 615 per week; class F, dues
.JO cents per mouth, benefit £18 per week; class
(J. dues r 1 per month, benefit $20 per week.
The amount of the monthly dues being fixed at
5 per cent of the weekly benefit members are
enrolled in the class paying the nearest to the
auiouut of salary received by them.
The association >s the recipient of a hand¬

some present from the proprietors of tho lios
ton House, in the shape of a check for f'250.
It is the intention ot the association to mako
use of this sum. or a largo part of it at least,
for a "funeral fund."
All cases of sickness of more than three days'

duration are referred to a visiting committee
and to I>r. E.F. King, the physician to the Boston
House employes, whose professional services
are tendered in behalf of the firm and without
compensation from them. i

The Congressional Campaign Opened
With a Meeting Last Night,

A largoly attended republican meeting was
held at Takoma last night in tho handsome
chapel recently orccted.

Mr. Lambert Wins His Case.

Advices from St. Paul, Minn., announce that
judgment was rendered yesterday by the dis¬
trict court in favor of the plaintiff in the case
of Tallmadge A. Lambert, plaintiff, against
Washington M. Stees and others, defendants.
This was an action of ejectment brought by

Mr. Lambert in 1387, upon a state of facts then
for tho first time made known to him, for the
recovery of certain lands within the corporatelimits of 1st. l'aul which had been located byhis father, tho late David Lambert, esq.,October 12. 18I!>, within a month of his acci¬
dental death by drowning. By means of a
pw; udo administration and certain extra juris¬dictional proceedings of tho probate court for
llamsey county| these lands had been conveyed
away from the pluintilf. whose existence was
ignored, although ho was, at tho time, an in¬
fant residing with his mother, the widow of
David Lambert, within tho District of Colum¬
bia. The Minnesota courts decide that these
nttempted proceedings were without anyvalidity and that Mr. Lambert, as solo heir of
bis father, is entitled to the land in question.
